They’re not fooling around— some say female priorities 
in Chicago and pop culture are shifting away from sex

Used to be that every time you turned on the TV or 
headed to theaters, there would be a female character 
staring back who didn’t mind getting hot and heavy 

“Seinfeld’s” Elaine Benes hooked up with baseball 
stars (Keith Hernandez), dentists (Tim Whatley) and 
mayoral advisers (Lloyd Braun). “Sex and the City’s” 
Samantha Jones was a self-described “try-sexual” (She 
said she’d try anything once). And Kristin Cavallari— 
who’s set to replace Lauren Conrad on “The Hills” 
next season— hooked up with Talan Torriero and 
others while ostensibly in a relationship with Stephen 
Colleti on “Laguna Beach.” 

Not so much anymore. 

Aside from the occasional oversexed VHi reality 
star wailing about who, when and how they’re itch- 
ing to sleep with someone on shows like “Flavor of 
Love”— the model of the promiscuous woman look- 
ing for a non-committed hookup seems to be a thing 
of the past at the moment. 

For many women— onscreen and in Chicago— sex 
is the last thing on their minds as they focus on hold- 
ing their jobs in a tough economy and attempting to 
maintain and foster a monogamous relationship. 

The phenomenon even spurred Esquire last month 
to pose the provocative question, “Where have all the 
loose women gone?” 

While pop culture doesn’t necessarily mirror reality, 
it does reinforce or recalculate something that already 
is out there in the real world, said Marsha Cassidy, a 
University of Illinois at Chicago lecturer in English 
and author of “What Women Watched: Daytime 
Television in the 1950s.” 

“Throughout the years television has offered 
answers to the question of what it means to be a 
woman,” she said. “Now we have characters like Liz 
Lemon {on ‘30 Rock’], who is not a post- feminist 
woman in the same way as the women on ‘Sex and 
the City’ In fact, she rejects many of those ‘Sex and 
the City’-esque post-feminist positions— she wears 
crummy clothes and doesn’t buy into consumerism 
as an expression of who she is. She doesn’t use her 
sexuality And that, to me, is part of a new expression 
of what it means to be a woman today” 

The changes, she added, are not just on TV and in 
films, but are evident in her students’ behavior. 


In it for the long haul? 

Is the supposed shift toward less overt sexuality in 
pop culture a long-term cultural movement or just a 
temporary blip on the radar? 

If the past is any indication, these changes come 
in ebbs and flows. After women’s lib boomed in the 
1970s, it was followed by the buttoned-down, con- 
servative 1980s. Then came the 1990s, when women 
such as Elaine Benes and Samantha Jones flourished. 

How long this age of Liz Lemon lasts remains to 
be seen. 

“Both gender roles are undergoing a significant 
rethinking,” she said. “My female students aren’t 
focused on looking for a man— if it happens, it hap- 
pens, but it’s not their goal in life. They’re looking at 
their careers. Men, too, are experiencing the conse- 
quences of gender equality and trying to figure out 
what it means to be a man in today’s world.” 

Dan Regalado, a 22-year-old University of Illinois at 
Chicago student, agreed with Cassidy’s observation. 

“Most of the girls I know are focused on their 
careers first and relationships second,” he said. “I 
think it’s probably tied to the economy They realize 
that they have to take control of their careers in order 
to take control of their finances.” 

The changes extend beyond just college students. 
For women facing the real world, part of the blame for 
the attitudinal shift might lie in the economic down- 
turn. According to the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
60 percent of the 13.7 million unemployed Americans 
in April were men, leading women to bear the brunt 
of the burden— both picking up the lost productivity 
in the workplace, and, for couples, supporting their 
laid-off partners. 

“My clients are coming in and they’re saying they 
have so much stress that sex is the last thing they can 
think of,” said Susan Day, a Carpentersville-based 
career coach who sees clients ranging in age from 
their late 20s to their 70s. 

Five years ago. Day said clients were “all about” 
finding potential hookups on match.com and other 
online dating sites. But lately, that’s changed. 

“Now they’re saying that match.com is exhausting,” 
she said. “They’re saying, ‘I want a meaningful rela- 
tionship. I don’t just want to hook up any more.’ ”

Steady as she goes

The scene: The Grocery Bistro is the little restaurant 
that could. The casual 68-seat ’TO^st Loop spot didn't 
exactly burst onto the scene, but it's seen a steady 
B YOB-JucJcd buzz since opening for dinner in March, 
Lunch service wds up and running almost immediately. 
And just last week, weekend brunch rolled out, 

Saturday and Sunday brunch {and starting at 
TO a,m., no less) is an ambitious proposition for a small, 
neighborhood place that's alrcadj^ open for dinner six 
nights a week and lunch every %veekday. But chef Andre 
Christopher’s playful, contemporary style translates 
well to brunch dishes— and so do the reliably affordable 
prices, which hover around $9 per entree. 

Brunch also IS the perfect time to try out the new 
sidewalk cafe, a quiet, 20 -seat afPain There's not much 
of a view but it’s a vi'ckomc respite from the noise that 
plagues the compact dining room when crowded. 

The cuisine: In a neighborhood starved for more casu- 
al brunch options, it might be tempting to poach a few 
eggs, whip up some hollandaise sauce and call it a day. 
But Christopher does a fine job of avoiding brunch cli- 
ches, lending his own touch to standards in dishes such 
as Italian-st^Ic biscuits and gravy ($H), where a parmesan 
veloute stands in for traditional gravy and a vegetarian 
omelet ($10) filled with hummus and other goodies. 
Even the Benedict gets an update— the Grocer/s take is 


a BLT Benedict CS9), with smoked bacon, baby spinach 
and olive oil-poached tomatoes. 

Our espresso French toast “tiramisu style” ($9), was as 
decadent as you might imagine, with sweet vanilla creme 
auglaise running down the sides, urging us to overlook 
the fact that the toast itself was a bit che’vvy Likewise, 
the *'Chi” frittata ($to). eggy wedges thick with roasted 
porrabellas, tangy asiago and hyper-locally sourced sop- 
presatta (made right in the neighborhood), arrived with 
a pesto cream so light and tasty that we happily swirled 
each bite in it, looking past the somewhat dry frittata. 

Grocery Bistro is B YOB, but if you don’t come pre- 
pared to mix your own brunch cocktails, the juices can 
stand on their awn. Christopher's mother, who also 
makes lemon bars, brownies and cookies for the restau- 
rant, whips up fresh cucumber-ginger-lemon and car- 
rot-apple-gingcr blends ($5 each). They’re more than just 
Mom's ploy to try to get you to eat your vegetables— the 
refreshing cucumber-ginger-lemon blend is delicious. 

We feel the same way about Grocery Bistro’s brunch 
as we do about dinner here: Most dishes are tasty but 
none so memorable that we’d go back just to have it 
again. Yet we would go back, because there's something 
charming about the ambitions of the place. And because 
Mom made the juice.

French quartet hits the right notes on new LP

For Phoenix, it’s all a question of balance. Too 
much synth-pop would get them lumped in 
with the new new wave revival. Too much spiky, 

Modest Mousey indie rock would alienate their 
dance-loving fans. Too many ambitious tracks 
might overwhelm their poppier instincts. Too 
many pop numbers would leave them feeling 
disposable. 

The French quartet has tried mixing all these elements before, to 
varying degrees of success. But on their fourth album, “Wolfgang 
Amadeus Phoenix” (Glassnote), they get the recipe just right. 

Given singer Thomas Mars’ distinctive vocals— part Isaac Brock 
yelp, part Julian Casablancas detachment— Phoenix will always sound 
a little left of center, a fact the band seems to revel in challenging. 
They surround his vocals with lush synth-pop and galloping beats on 
“Girlfriend.” They strip away the layers of “Rome” to reveal an infec- 
tious melody roughed up by Mars’ off-kilter delivery, and they build a 
mighty rock groove for Mars to bounce around in “Lisztomania.” 

What works best, though, is when the band stretches enough to let 
its ambitions show— as they do on the slinky “Fences,” which comes 
on like “Low Life”-era New Order with its stacks of synths and disco 
groove, and the epic “Love Like a Sunset,” which opens as a fragile 
electro-pop confection and builds into a massive Europop climax 
before retreating into Sigur Ros-like simplicity again. 

With “Wolfgang Amadeus Phoenix,” Phoenix surpasses all the 
promise of its previous work to establish itself as one of the year’s 
next breakout stars.

Solution; Understand thread counts, and shop sales or outlets. 

With Memorial Day behind us, summer is (luiofHcially) here. 
Swimming pfK>ls are open, flip-flop season has begun and, at home, it^s 
time to switch to summer bedding if you haven't already Buying bed- 
ding sounds simple cnougli, but prices can be surprisingly high when 
you hit the shops. To help you navigate the world of thread counts and 
discount sheets, here ate a (cw tips: 


•Thread count refers to the number of horizon tai and vertical threads 
per squaie inch of a sheet. There's a perception that Jiigher thread 
counts mean better bedding, but that's not necessarily true. Thread 
counts above 400 may actually indica te a weaker sheet, since manufac- 
turers sometimes crowd thin threads together to force a higher count 
(and a higher price), '^>u can find affordable, quaiity sheets in the 200 
to 400 range, depending on the f abric used. 


• When shopping for bedding, fabrics are just as important as thread 
counts. Cotton is a breathable matcrud that’s a classic choice for 
bedding, Egj^ptian cotton has longer fibers than American pima cot- 
ton— both are soft, dense fabrics. Organic cotton is grown without 
the use of pesticides or chemicals and is certified by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. Bamboo sheets are naturally antibacterial 
and feel vciy' soft to the touch. 

• Bedding is one of the few things you can always find on sale. Stores 
change out their selections seasonally, so always check the clearance

Jeremy Stoppelman, a Harvard University Business School dropout, 
co-founded Yelp in 2004 with fellow PayPal alum Russel Simmons. 
The Web site’s model is simple: Consumers, by reviewing restau- 
rants, salons, spas, etc., provide the content. Businesses, by purchas- 
ing sponsorships, provide the revenue. Social networking features 
allow users to create communities in person as well as online. 

With millions of visitors each month and a database of more than 
6 million reviews, San Francisco-based Yelp has become a formi- 
dable competitor to sites such as Citysearch and Taboo Local. 

Buoyed by $31 million in funding, the company was sailing 
along— not profitable but growing. 

And then in February, a story in the alternative weekly East Bay 
Express accused Telp’s salespeople of offering to downplay bad 
reviews in exchange for sponsorships. The headline called it extor- 
tion. 

Yelp denied the charges, but the piece unleashed the pent-up 
angst of business owners who felt that Telp’s system was inherently 
unfair. Never mind that 67 percent of all reviews award four or five 
stars. Why, businesses demanded, were they not given the opportu- 
nity to respond to unfair or malicious reviews? Telp, a Web 2.0 dar- 
ling, found itself in an unaccustomed position: on the defensive. 

Stoppelman, 31, has insisted that enabling businesses to rebut bad 
reviews could have a chilling effect on amateur reviewers. 

“People are going to have conversations and they’re going to say 
what’s on their mind,” he said in a March interview. ‘And some of 
those conversations will be controversial. But the question is, do 
you believe it’s better for society to allow those conversations, or do 
you believe we should step in and not allow controversial speech?” 

But last month, Stoppelman caved. Yelp introduced a feature 
that allows for riposte. Stoppelman explained the decision in an 
interview.

So what changed? 

Stoppelman: I don’t think anything 
really changed. We had considered 
building this feature a year before. ... 
We thought, it’s risky, but the noise 
level from business owners rose. And 
we are in a deep recession, which 
doesn’t help things. 

Business owners were focusing on 
the negative reviews, so we started 
thinking, what’s the risk versus the 


positive upside of adding something 
that makes business owners feel like 
the site is more fair? 

How’s it working out? 

The first week or so, I was watching it 
very diligently I did see the occasional 
comment that ran afoul of our guide- 
lines and did get pulled— a name-call- 
ing contest or what have you. Maybe 
there were snide remarks in the review 


and the business owner came back 
with snide remarks. 

Do you think this move wiil change the 
bumpy patch you’ve been having? 

We are in a recession. Negative 
reviews hurt emotionally— whether it’s 
through the press or on Telp. Business 
owners feel now that it’s more fair 
because you have the opportunity to 
share your side too.
